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1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Claims 26-27, in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

Claims 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a method for generating random numbers as shown and detailed in Fig. 7, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for a method for generating random numbers having 
encrypting feature . The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate 
in scope with these claims. It is noted that the specification has merely mentioned about the 
encrypting; however, the flowchart of Fig. 7 does not detailed the feature. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aiello et 
al'307 in view of Aiello et al'928. 
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As per independent claim 26, Aiello et al'307 shows, see Fig. 1, a pseudo-random 
generator substantially as claimed. For example, Col. 3, lines 25-34, "a method for generating an 
output stream of cryptographically strong pseudo-random bits from an input stream ...The 
input stream is then utilized to form a seed ...Next, a set of bits is selected ..." are considered 
claimed providing, encrypting and grouping steps. It is noted that Aiello et al'307 do not show 
the claimed (1) continuosly changing deterministic output and (2) verifyng step. First, Aiello 
et al'928 show another pseudo-random generator having timing feature (e.g., see Fig. 3) for 
continuosly function. Second, Aiello et al'307 show the equivalent verifying feature, e.g. see 
Col. 3, lines 54-56, "[o]n the otherhand, PJs outputs are almost k-wise independent: ..." 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combinne Aiello et al'928 in Aiello et al'307 because the proposed device 
has the claimed features. 

Asper dependent claim 27, the claimed storing and distributing steps are obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art. For example, the Aiello et al's systems could have 
memory for storing the processed data. The processors (230, 240) have different sizes of outputs. 
Therefore, a portion of process data has been distributed by one of the processor.
